The  Methodist  general  conference 
yesterday  overwhelmingly  declared  it- 
self in  favor  of  church  union  on  the 
b^sis  already  agreed  upon  by  the  Joint 
committee  '  representing  the  Presby- 
terian, Methodist  and  Congregational 
churches  of  the  Dominion.  The  vote 
on  the  issue  resulted  as  follows  J  For, 
220;. against,  35. 

Among  'those  who  v^ere  not  -in  ac- 
cord with  the  finding  of  thei  conference 
on  this,  the  most  imi>ortant  issue  be- 
fore the  church,  were  many  prominent 
men  including:  Mr.  Justice  Maclaren, 
of  Toronto;  Rev.  Dr.  William  Briggs, 
Torohto;  Rev.  Dr,iW,  M,  Patten,  Mon- 
treal; Rev.  Dr.  W.  R.  Young,  Mon- 
treal; Rev.  Dr.  D.  Hickey,  Plctou; 
Rev.  Dr.  L.  Curtis,  St.  Johns,  New- 
foundlahd;  Rev.  Dr.  W.  S.  Glffen, 
Toronto;  Rev.  J.  Craig,  Mahone  Bay, 
N.  ..S.;  Rev,  prr  W.  H.  Hlncks,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Toronto  Conference;  Revi 
A.  M.  Sanford,  Vancouver;  Rev.  S.  E. 
Osterhout,  Vancouver,  Rev.  R.  Mllll- 
ken,  Vancouver;  and  Mr.  H.  P.  ffiToore, 
Acton. 

The  question  before  the  conference 
when  the  vote  was  taken  was  the 
fil-st  recommendation  In  the  report  of 
the  committee  on  Church  Union.-  the 
deb.ate  which,  opened  at  last  night's 
session.  The  recommendation  was:' 
"Your  committee  recommenda.  that  the 
general  conference  declare  its  approv- 
al of  these  documents  agreed  upon 
by  the  Joint  committee  as  a  basis 
upon  ^li'lc'h  the  Mpthodlst,  Presbyter- 
ian and-Gongregatlonal  churches  mavi 
unite.  On  tl>e  result  of  the  ballot  be- 
ing declared  all  those  who  had  vot- 
ed in  the  affirmative  rose  and  saing 
"Praise  God  from  Whom  All  Blessings 
Flow,"  the  dissenting  delegates  re- 
maining, seated. 

Discussion    Resumed. 


Th&^iscussion  was  resumed  at  the 
afternoon  session.  CJiancellor  N.  S. 
Burwash  of.'  Victoria  University,  '  the 
Chairman  of  tKe  Church  Union  com- 
mittee being  given  an  opportunity  to 
reply.  .Br.  Burwash  said  the  matter 
had  been  abundantly  discussed.  The 
doctrine  of  the  Deity  in  the  propos- 
ed basis  of  agreement  bad  been  called 
m  question.  As  far  as  he  could  Judge 
there  could  be  no  doubt  of  the  abso- 
lute Deity  outlined  In  .  the  proposed 
doctrine.  The  sovereignty  of  God;  was 
the  foundation  of  the  Christian  faith, 
it  had  been  said  that  each  of  tha  three 
great  denomination's  stood  for.  some 
great  principle  of  truth.  If  It  was  pos- 
sible ,to  unite  them  In  one  common 
truth  this  truth  wotild  have  behind 
it  the  united  force  of  a  brotherhood' 
of  Christian  people.  All  the  evange- 
lical churches  of  the  land  were  mov- 
ing towards  a  common  Ideal.  The 
brethren  of  the  differient  churches  had 
felt  each  others  pulses  with  regard 
to  the  great  fundamental  truths  of 
the  Christian  faith.  He  know  of  no 
doctrine  that  could  be  ceacKed!  with 
more  efficacy  than  that  Which  wtis 
now  before  the  conference*  In  It  the 
full  theology,  of  the  New  Testament' 
had  been  preserved,  l£  tha  conference 
was  unable  to  pass  a  Judgment  on 
this  Important  mattep'how^  was  It  pos- 
iHible  to  send  It  down  ti>'  ihd  lower 
courts  for  their  dectelon.  ^    , 

The  following  chango  lr»Htho  reading 
of  .the   recommendation  moved  as  an 
amendment  by  the  Rev,  A,  M.  SanfOrd 
of  Vancouver  and  aeconded  by  the  Rev.' 
W.  ,J.     Robertson     of     St.     Oathrlnes 
which  rcfid  as  follows  vvas  discussed; 
"The       committee    therefore      recom-  ' 
menda  that     the     general     cotiforence 
cordially^     receives     these     documents 
agreed   upon    by  the   Joint   committee 
as  a  basis  upon  whcih  the  Methodist 
Presbyterian       lind         Congregational ) 
churches  may  unite." 

The  Rev.  O.  Darwin  tifReglna 'Bald 
that  from  the  legal  standpoint  he  had 
no  fear  of  the  union.  The  delegates 
had  been  told  of  the  Pentacostal  con- 
dition of  affairs  which  had.  preyailed 
at  the  proceedings  of  the  Joint  com- 
mittee. He'  wished  there  wqre  a  more 
Pentacostal  attitude  among  the  dele- 
gates In  discussing  this  great  ques- 
tion. The  speaker  during  tho  dlacus- 
sloti  had  gone  on  the  principle  that 
"What's  thine  Is  mine, .  and  what'.s 
mine  is  my  own."  What  he  would  like 
'*o  \inderstand  was  where  was  the 
spirit  of  union  which  should  go  with 
the  discussion  of  union  Itself.  In  his 
twenty-six  years  experience  In  wes- 
tern Canada  he  had  never  known  a 
time  when  the  Presbyterian  church 
wa«  striving  so  hard  to  blanket  this 
portion  of  the  Dominion.  They  had 
taken  advantage  of  union  belngvln  the 
air  to  put  forth  their  strongest  ef- 
forts to  gain  adherents.  Before  the 
conference  endorsed  church  union  it 
■should  have  the  spirit  of  the  thing.  Tf 
the  conference  would  adopt  the  n-eso-' 
lution  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stanford  it 
would  Just  receive  ,  the  documents 
dealing  with  the  basis  of  union  and 
then  It  could  try  and  cultivate  th'- 
spirit  f>f  unity  after  which  it  was  sii)) 
pospd  to  be  '.striving.

Mr.  IlowcU  closed  the  de- 
bate of  the  morning  session  by  a  refer- 
ence to  the  world's  missionary  con-, 
gress.  The  foreign  missionaries  there 
wanted  union  and  said  it  we  did  not 
give  it  to  them  they  would  have  it 
themselves..  At  present  they  encourage 
comity  among  the  different  ch^irfches, 
but  the  ideal  Is,  qrganlc  union.  He 
QAJOted  from  Wesley  to  show  the  broad 
Catholic  spirit  of.  the  founder  of

There  will  still  be  the;  4l«- 
rnand  for'  labor  of  other  kinds  and 
we  cannot  expect  .that  all  our  teach- 
ers, stenjographers,  drissmakers  not 
to  mention  our  factory  girls,  will  turn 
cooks 'and  housemaid."*  What  will  re- 
stilt. 'we  hope,  will  lie  that  no  wife.or 
mother  will  enter  upon  hi'r  duties  Ig- 
iif>rant  or  unprepared. 

The  women  of  New  Zealand,  how- 
ever, are  not  willing  to  wait  pt'ulent- 
ly  till  their  cUittg'hters  are  ready  to 
help  themv  and  us  we  know,  th-e  wom- 
en of  that,  pjirt'  of  the  woria  have, 
votes,  and  the  power  to  put  their 
wishes  Into  effect.  One  of  these 
ladies  proposed  at  a  meeting  recent- 
ly, that  the  lnter\al  could  be  spanned 
c>ver  by  bringing  •nit"  a  number  of 
young  girls  from  the.  Old  Country  as 
>\urdH  of  the  state  and  allowing  them 
to  tackle  service  In  private  families 
under  the  special  supervision  of  the 
labor  department,  it  appears  that  It 
was  part  of  the  scheme  to  fix  the 
wages  of  the  girls  at  a  low  rale  and 
to  force  them  to  remain  at  service 
for  four  or.  five  years,  unless  In  the 
Interval,  they  i>nnrriert.  A  plan  which, 
from  the  point  of  view  of  the  speaker, 
seemed  very  suitable,  does  not  com- 
mend Itself  to  the  editor  of  the  paper.
